i« You are directed to conduct a comprehensive survey of the 
National Photographic Interpretation Center (NPIC). For this per - 
pore the inspection team may be augmented by additional team 
members and consultants as provided below. 

Z. In addition to the customary emphasis on regulatory authorities, 
efficiency of personnel, and quality of morale, the Inspection of NPIC 
should examine, but not be limited to, the following questions, bringing 
to bear such outside technical competence as may be required to 
resolve them; 

a. Is NPIC adequately staffed? Does it have sufficient 
qualified personnel, particularly photo interpreters, to maintain 
production abreact of outstanding requirements ? 

b. Has NPIC adopted fits most modern procedures for photo- 
graphic interpretation and does it maintain the level of these 
standards? To this end does it employ the most advanced tech- 
nical equipment available and use it efficiently la intelligence 
readout? 

c. Are there any existing devices and procedures not boiag 
employed by NPIC which might contribute to the fuller •xploit*- 
tion of the in telli gence content available in NPIC p h otog raphy ? 

For example, is it practicable to adapt stereo scan equipment 
to Improve out capability for spotting new intelligence targets 
in available photography? 
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d. Mm ttw growing MouBvIttion of photography beta 
fully and »y>toiuUcilly nplatIM to eatare tt» exhaustive 
analysis in tbs light of current requirement* ? In the direction 
of NPIC as mm enterpri se in support of the entire intelligence 
community be* sufficient planning boon accomplished for its 
role and finetftm In time of war? 

e. Are the preductien priorities at NFSC sound? Do they 
make a ds q uc t i prevision for the support of operational missions 
and crash roqnlrosnoats with due regard to requirements sad 
interests ef sU HUBEI consumers ? 

1. In conduct in g Che above survey hs inspector General wfil 
call upon the services ef such cleared consultants mm may be appro- 
priate in the light ef technicel problems which cm be anticipated or 
which may arise. At the discretion ef toe ins pecto r General ha may 
augment the survey team with expert staff sttiesrs available from 
toe Directorates wko would be detailed to toe Inspection Staff for toe 
duration of too sur v o y or any part ef it •
